LINCOLN, Neb,, April 2].—Intense heat 
prevailed in Nebraska Sunday, the tem- 
perature ranging from 91 to 100 degrees. A 
warm west wind blew most of the day, 
changing to south fn the evening, and at 
times attaining a velocity of 50 miles an 
hour. Vegetation is eastern Nebraska is 
suffering for rain and damage to winter 
wheat is reported. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 21.—Sunday was the 
hottest April day in 15 years. The ther- 
mometer at 5 p. m. reached 95 degrees, the 
highest previous record. being 91. The in- 
tense heat. was more oppressive owing to 
the excessive cold weather experienced up 
to Saturday night, overcoats being required 
for comfort during the past week. 

While no prostrations occurred, the torrid 
temperature was responsible for several at- 
tacks of illness, two occurring in one 
church during the day. 

A continuation of the hot weather will 
prove dangerous to wheat and oats. 

The temperature this morning at 8 o'clock 
was a trifle cooler than yesterday at the 
same time, but the heat is still oppressive 
and quite unseasonable. 

The mercury stood at 72, two degrees be- 
low Sunday. At Valentine it registered 44, 
against 48 yesterday morning. A high wind 
prevails in Omaha and throughout most of 
the siate. The indications are that the day 
will be as hot as Sunday. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 21.—The mercury 
in the thermometer began to climb about 
8 o'clock Sunday and at noon registered as 
high as 92, a change of more than 4# de- 
grees in six hours. A high south wind set 
in and soon the air was dark with particles 
of dust and sand. Several buildings cf 
light structure were blown down.

MANY ASLEEP WHEN THE ALARM 


WAS FIRST GIVEN. 


INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER 


The Flames Spread So Fast That Near- 
ly All Means of Escape Were 
Cut Off, Even After Boat 
‘Was Run on Shore. 


CAIRO, Iill., April 21.—The side-wheel 


steamer City of Pittsburg, en route from 
Cinc!nnati to Memphis, was burned to the 
water’s edge Sunday morning at Turner’s 


Landing, near Olmstead, IIl., 11 miles from 
Mound City, IIL, and 24 miles from this 


city. There wert 150 persons—passengers and 


crew on the boat, and it is belleved that 
fully haif of this number perished. 


PANIC CAUSED MANY DEATHS. 
The fire started in the lower part of the 


steamer in the freight, or possibly in the 
engine room. Within ten minutes of the 
discovery of the fire, at 4 a. m., survivors 
say, the upper decks were swept by flames 
and passengers were penned in on all sides, 
even the life preservers being cut off by the 
flames. 

The panic that followed caused a greater 
loss of life than would have ensued if the 
officers could have calmed the terror-strick- 
en people. Some rushed through the flames 
and perished; others fainted and sank down 
to be cremated. Many in their night robes, 
some of them afire, jumped overboard and 
were drowned. 

Those that got into the boats saw others 
drowning as their overcrowded craft pulled 
to shore. The barely clad survivors on the 
shore not only witnessed horrifying scenes 
around the charred hull, but also si:ffered 
from_early: morning till relief came in the 
afteridon. 

The captain says there were 66 passengers, 
not including a dozen babies. There were 
as many women as men in the cabin and the 
indications are that the greater percentage 
of losses was amoung the women and chil- 
dren. 


As the register, with all other records, was 
burned and the survivors scattered in every 
direction, there is great difficulty in get- 
ting a list of the survivors. It is conceded 
that many bodies never will be recovered, 
so that there will never be a complete list 
of the victims. It is thought that many 
charred bodies will be found in the hull of 
the burned steamer when the mass of em- 
bers cease burning so that the search for 
the remains can be made. 

The early reports stated that 6 lives 
were lost, and that many were badly burned 
and otherwise injured, but the list of cas- 
ualties is not yet definitely determined. 
Two boats and every available craft from 
this city went to the scene for relief. Ef- 
forts were made to catch the New South 
of the same line at Paducah and have her 
steam back for relief, but the New South 
had passed Paducah upward-bound before 
the telegram was received. 


FIRST ALARM OF FIRE. 


Most of the passengers were still in bed 
when Second Clerk Oliver Phillips gave the 
alarm. The engineers at once started all 
of the pumping engines, while the crew 
brought all the hose into play. Amid the 
Streams of water on al! sides, the flames 
from the lower deck and dense clouds of 
smoke the passengers rushed from their 
Staterooms and a frightful panic ensued. 

The appeals of the officers and crew 
could not appease the terror-stricken pas- 
Ssengers that interfered with those throw- 
ing water on the flames, as well as those 
working with the lifeboats. Few could ad- 
just life-preservers or do anything else for 
themselves. The smoke was stifling. Great 
clouds floated through the blazing steam- 
er, choking the passengers, adding to the 
terror. Children cried pitifully and begged 
that they be saved. They knew as well 
as their elders that death confronted them 
and clung to their mothers as though they 
alone could save them. 

The lifeboats were manned and every ef- 
fort was made to save the passengers from 
the floating furnace of flames. 

Boats were sent from the shore to work In 
the rescue. Boats ldden to their limit with 
passengers in scant attire as they were able 
to gather were landed at the river banks. 
As fast as one boat could be emptied it 
returned to the ill-fated steamer, heroic 
rescuers not waiting to catch a breath of 
rest.

Scenes of Romance. 


CLASSMATE OF GREEK KING 


AMERICA. 


Late Grand Secretary of the Royal Ar- 
canum Was Son of Former Com- 
mander of Elsinor Fortress 
and Insular Governor. 
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Carl Moller, grand secretary of the Royal 
Arcanum, whose funeral was held Sunday 
afternoon was brought up amid scenes of 
romance and educated in the company of 
royalty. : 

Kronberg castle, near Elsinore, Denmark, 
immortalized by Shakspeare as the scene 
of the tragedy of Hamlet, was Mr. Moller’s 
birthplace. His father, a major in the Dan- 
ish army, was commander of the grim 


fortress, and the home of his boyhood was 
among the ivied walls which are copied 
wherever the dramg of the melancholy Dane 
is‘ placed on the stage. 

One of the rooms of the castle was once 
the prison of Queen Matilda, sister of 
George IIf, the English revolutionary ty- 
rant, and wife of Christian VII of Den- 
mark. 

At Copenhagen University, where he was 
a student until his twenty-first year, he 
was a classmate of Prince William of 
Schleswig-Holstein, son of the King of Den- 
inark and brother of Queen Alexandra of 
England, who in 1863 became King of Greece 
under the name of George I, and who is 
the present ruler of the Hellenic kingdom. 

From Elsinore. Maj. Moller was trans- 
fered to the goVernorship of the island of 
St. Thomas, in the Danish West Indies, 
and the young man, then ready to enter on 
a military career, accompanied him. Be- 
fore he had entered on active military ser- 
vice, his father died,

His mcther had died in Denmark, and a 
sister in Santa Cruz. A career in the Dan- 
ish army offered nothing better than a 


routine official existerce and the desire to 
have a part in the American civil war, 
then at its beginning, caused the young 
man to abandon his former plans and sail 
to New York. 

His military training enabled him to be- 
come lieutenant of a regiment organized in 
New York city, and he served in this rank 
through the greater part of the war. 

After the war Mr. Moller settled in Leav- 
enworth, Kan., and married Miss Clara 
Kuhn. He came to St. Louis in 1880 and 
entered the employ of the Mound City Dis- 
tiling Company. A year ago he resigned 
the secretaryship of this company to be- 
come grand secretary of the Royal Ar- 
canum, of which he had for many years 
been a prominent officer. He had been a 
member of the grand council. 

Until a few days before his death, which 
resulted from an attack of pneumor'~, Mr. 
Molier was planning a visit to Wer 
military academy to see his son, Jay 
Moller, a student in the third class of the 
national military institution, whom me, 98 
not seen for a year and a half. Young Mol- 
ler is now at home with his mother, and 
will return to West Point in a few days. 

At the funeral Sunday afternoon, which 
was conducted by Rev. William Short, 
from the home at’ 4146 Washington boule- 
vard, the active pallbearers, fellow-mem- 
bers of Benton council, were Messrs. A.

Young Millionaire Tells His Bible 
Class This Is the Test of Rich 
Man’s Fitness for Heaven’s 
Joys. 


Special to the Poet-Dispateh. 

NEW YORK. April 21.—‘Riches do not 
bar one from salvation. Salvation depends 
upon whether the man possesses the gold 
or the gold possesses the man. 

Thus, epigrammatically, John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., son of the richest man in the 
world, and who himself will some day in- 
herit a fortune of $300,000,000, expressed 
himself yesterday before the young men's 
Bible class ir. the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
Church 

His announcement at_ the beginning of 
the service that he would speak on Christ's 
illustration of the camel and the eye of 
tho needle awakened unusuai interest. 

“When Jesus said that it was as impos- 

sible for a rich man to enter the kingdom 
of heaven as it was tor a camel to pass 
through the eye of a needle, in my opin- 
ion. he did not mean that his woras were 
to be construed in the literal, broad sense,’ 
he began. 
Mr. Rockefeller was interpreting the 
story of that incident in the savior'’s lite 
when a rich young man asked him what 
he should do to inherit eternal life. Cnrist 
told him to keep the commandments, to 
which he replied that he had obeyed them 
all his life. Then the savior insructed him 
to dispose of his riches by giving them to 
the poor, as it would be as impossible 
for a rich man to receive salvation as for 
a camel to pass through the eye of a 
needle. 

Mr. Rockefeller argued that the words 
of Jesus in that case were exceptional and 
meant to fit the particular instance. 
“Nicodemus was a wealthy man, but his 
gold did not possess him, and he was be- 
loved by the Savior,” said the young mil- 
lionaire. ‘‘His riches did not bar him from 
the kingdom of heaven. If the riches 
possessed by any man absorb that man's 
life and keep him from Christ, then he 
should part with his riches. 

“The Locd has said, ‘If thy hand offends 
thee, cut it off.’ Wealth brings its re- 
sponsi bilities to its possessor and, if, in- 
stead of doing good with it it makes him 
hard and blunts his sense of benevolence 
then he shall part with it, for the man who 
has the opportunity for doing good and 
refuses to accept it is an offense in the 
sight of God. 

“If ambition and pleasure are the ruling 
passions of one’s life, they should be 
thrown aside. Christ should come first. If 
the rich man places his possessions first, or 
if the ambitious man places his ambitions 
first, he cannot enter the kingdom of 
Heaven. 

“But the possession of wealth will not 
bar one from heaven. It is the improper 
use of it, and it is not wealth alone of our 
possessidhs which we should use righteous- 
ly and not unr'ghteous'y. The improper u @ 
of any ability of earthly possess'on is equal- 
ly *offensive in the sight of God.’ 

Mr. Rockefeller then told of two young 
men attending the church who out of their 
salaries of $5 a week give $1.25 a month-to 
missions. 

“Their cne dollar and a quarter, betng 
freely given, equals the thousands which 
flow from the hands of the rich,” he said. 
At the conclusion of the lesson it was 
announced that Mr. Rockefeller’s class will 
hold a ping-pong tournament Wednesday 
in the clubhouse. The young millionatre 
teacher recently fitted up the house and 
presented it to the class.

POTENT FACTORS AT OXFORD. 


English Writer Thinks Americans Wil] 
Exert Strong Influence. 
LONDON, April 21.—The speaker devotes 
a long article to the probable effect of the 
Rhodes scholarships on Oxford University. 
It thinks it safe to ignore the influence of 
the Germans.and colonials, saying the for- 
mer will naturally gravitate towards a 
Teutonic clique, but it will be too small 
to affect materially the settled life and 

traditions of Oxford. 

The colenials, of whom there are many 
already at Oxford, show no tendency to 
impress themselves on the life of the col- 
lege, as distinct from the students of the 
United Kingdom. It is in the American

“There are now two distinct classes of 
Americans at Oxford, the sons of richmen 
affected oy a more or less acute form of 
Anglomania, who are often more English 
than the English themselves. These may 
be menoree for ._ they will not want to 
participate in the Rhodes scheme. The 
second class is emall. It consists of sons of 
English-born parents, who have settled in 
America,. but who wish to maintain Eng- 
lish traditions. I believe that nearly all the 
new scholarships will go to Americans of

| American coming either to Oxford or Cam- 
brid e because he or his parents thought he 
/eoul get a better education at those univer- 
‘sities than at home. The result, however, 
will be the same, for whatever their fathers 
may be, the Americans who are sons of 
English rents are as American as any- 
body, and are not likely to forget their na- 
ve When they find themselves at Ox- 


Arguing on these premises, the writer con- 
cludes that a hundred young American stu- 
dents, ‘‘glorying in their nationality,”’ will 
become a potent factor in impressing their 
personality on the staid old university, with 
the natural result that an organized Ameri- 
can society, college yells, class buttons and 
the young American Spirit generally will 
sharply accentuate the existing differences 
between Oxford and Cambridge.

oner’s mother, who came from Missouri to 
be with her son. 

Batson was charged with the murder of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. S. Ear! and their four sons 
Ward, Fay,*Lemue! and John. 

Batson is a Missourian and came from 
Spickard, Grundy County, in the northern 
part of that state, to Louisiana, looking for 
work as a farm hand. He was employed 
by Ward Earl. 

he Earl family lived on their rice farm 
three miles south of Welsh. The fami! y = 
lived at the west end of the farm, exce 
Ward, the eldest son, who occu ed an ta 
house a mi: e farther east with ba Bat Batson, 
their farmhand. The murdered peop.e were 
found in this old house. Not a member 
of the family living at home was left to tell 
the story of the tragedy. 

The crime was apparently committed 
he yo Feb. 13, but the house was iso- 
lated and the family new to the > ag 
hood. Its discovery was brought about b 
the opeterencs of a man at a horse deal- 
er’'s in this city with some horses and 
mules to dispose of. He said his name was 
Batson, and that he had been farming near 
Welsh, but was ec. Soe Texas and wanted 
to sell out cheap e dealer told him he 
must prove he owned the animais. Batson 
consented that he should telephone to 
Welsh and said the would leave the animals 
for a while. This occurred Friday, Feb. 14, 

The dealer was called out of towr and on 
his return finding the stock stil] there 
telephoned to Welsh. Paul Daniels, who 
received the message, went to Maud’ E. 
Earl, a daughter, employed at Welsh, and 
becoming uneasy the young lady drove to 
the farm. The door was shut tight and the 
driver, whos accompanted her pushi it 
partly open found it blocked by dead bod- 
les. Hurrying to town he got an officér 
and returned to the house. Ward, the 
elde¢t son, lay cn the bed, Fay in one cor- 
ner of the room ard John and Lem agaiust 
the door. The mother's corpse lay across 
thuse of the two younger sons. All but 
the youngest son had shotgun wounds, 
which must have caused instant death. 
Mrs, Earl’s head — blown partly off, 
and Lem's skull! crushed and his neck 
broken. Search disclosed BE. 8S. Earl as the 
sixth victim. He had been shot througn 
the heart. To make his work certain the 
murderer had also cut the throat of each 
victim from ear to ear. All the bodies were 
more or less decomposed 

The date of the murder was fixed by the 
school records showing Thursday, Feb. 13.,' 
as the last time the boys had attende 
school and the mail accumulated in the 
postoffice. 

Apparently the murderer first killed 
Ward, and then laid in wait and killed the 
other four, one by one as they came to in- 
quire for their brother. He then went to 
the other house in search of the old man 
and killed him where he was found. All 
the victims were fully clothed and there 
was no sign of struggle or disorder, ex- 
cept at the family reson. waere 8. 
Earl’s papers had been ve gee on @ 
table and rified. Robbery aa ainly the 


motive. The Earls received for "their 
rice, $2000 being deposited in k and the 
rest presuma in the house. Excepting 


a silver dollar in one of the boy’s pockets 
no money was found when the house was 
searched. The six victims were buried in 
one grave. 

Batson left a bundle with the local horse 
man when he ahandoned the stock, which 
ccntained a letter giving his name, his age 
as 22 and the residence of his mother as 


Spicard, Mercer County, Mo. This led to 
his arrest.
